Following his resignation 
from 
the cabinet, the “seagoing secre­ 
tary of the navy,” as he was term ­ 
ed, returned to Detroit and resum ­ 
ed his banking, industrial and leg 
al activities. 
Although he virtually was com­ 
pelled to resign from the cabinet 
ns, a result of the Teapot Dome af
